IN MEMORIAM 
Dr. Robert Bernard Stone 
1893-1965 


On January 6, 1965, Martin College and thè people of its vicinity were deeply saddened by thè 
passing of Dr. Robert Bernard Stone, beloved teacher and friend. Dr. Stone, who carne to Martin in 
1940, served thè College as an able professor of mathematics until a few weeks before his death. 
Always interestedin youth, he was thè State Director of thè National Beta Club from 1958 to 1965. In 
addition, he taught thè Men's Bible class of thè First Methodist Church for twenty-two years. 

Dr. Stone combined thè qualities of a Christian gentleman, a capable leader, an esteemed mem- 
ber of thè community, and a dedicated teacher.
